HSTHUSIASM WAS RAMPANT 


Sunday Ni^ht Rang With Cheers of 


All True Americans, 


'PRESIDENT GREATLY GRATIFIED 


Ifaval and tt'av Officials Speculate en 


the Future. 


THUIK WAR WILL NOW BE BRIEF. 


Probability of Ppiiln Capitulating I* ni'-

Spain That She Haa Been Defeated. 


Washington, May 2.—There 
was 


great rejoicing in Washington' over 
the news ot the great naval victory 
•won in Manilla by Admiral Dewey. 


Not since the dark days of the great 


civil conflict of a third of a century 
ago Lave the people of this city been 
BO profoundly moved by, war news as 
they now are. 


The first battle 
of the Hispano- 


American war has been fought and 
Tictory 
lies 
with Admiral Dewey's 


squadron under the stars and stripes. 


That was enough to set the people 


of "Washington almost in a frenzy of 
enthusiastic rejoicing. 


For days they, in common with the 


people throughout the country, have 
been awaiting 'news from the Philip- 
pine Islands, as everything pointed to 
a battle at Manilla that might be a de- 


:;:ciBive conflict of the war. 


When the news came indicating a 


great victory for the American squad- 
ron the enthusiasm of the people was 
let loose and the streets of the city 
rang with cheers throughout the night. 


The first news of the battle received 


in Washington came in a brief tele- 
gram from Madrid about 8 p. m. 


As the night wore on the cable con- 


tinued to sing the news of victory for 
the squadron of Admiral Dewey, and 
the interest grew into tremendous ex- 
citement. 


Good, as well as bad, news spreads 


rapidly, and by 10 o'clock the streets 
•were crowded with people, all discuss- 
ing the one exciting topic of the hour. 


Hundreds gathered in front of the 


-bulletin boards and every scintilla of 
news—and it was all 
glorious—was 


received with enthusiastic cheers. 


While victory had been expected, the 


sews of it—coming as it did from Span- 
ish sources—gave vent \o the patriot- 
ism of the people which has been pent 
•up for days. 


Dewcy's Praise* Sunjj. 


Admiral Dewey's name was on every 


lip and his praises were sung in the 
rejoicings of the. people. 


Thus far no official advices have been 


received by the government, but the 
press dispatches were transmitted to 
the president and officials of the ad- 
ministration as rapidly as they were 
received. 


The president, in company with sev- 


eral of his advisers, read the bulletins 
in the library of the White House early 
in the evening, but later in the night 
he went to his office on the second floor 
of the executive mansion, where, until 
a late hour, he continued *o peruse ev- 
ery dispatch with deepest interest. 


The news was evidently of the most 


gratifying 
character to him, but no 


statement could be obtained at the ex- 
ecutive mansion concerning the battle 
or its possible consequences. 


Officials of the navy department were 


reticent in discussing the conflict in 
the absence of official information, hut 
they made no pretense of concealing 
their great 
gratification. 
Secretary 


Long declined to comment upon the 
subject, but it was evident that he felt 
relieved. 


When Secretary Dliss was shown the 


first dispatch, 
briefly recounting the 


victory of the American squadron, he 
unhesitatingly expressed his gratifica- 
tion at the result, and gave utterance 
to the hope that. Admir:.. Dewey's fleet 
had not suffered greatly. 


Secretary Alger declared that it was 


a "glorious victory," but, in common 
with other officials of the administra- 
tion, declined to make extended com- 
ment upon it. 


Navy and army circles, after mani- 


festing throughout the day the greatest 
eagerness for news from the Philip- 
pines, received with intense joy the ad- 
vices telling of the victory of Admiral 
Dewey's fleet. 


Their satisfaction that the defeat of 


the Spanish had been overwhelming 
was strengthened byreason of the news 
coming first almost wholly from Mad- 
rid, and they were Quickly unreserved 
in expressing iheir gratification upon 
the signal 
triumph of the American 


forces. 


The American fleet, it is suggested, 


is now supreme in the waters of Spain's 
Pacific possessions, and indications are 
strongly toward 
the slipping of the 


Philippines from her_ control. 
It was 


said that only by quic'kly yielding to 
our demands in Cuba could this loss 
possibly be averted. 


Spain, it was argued, was confronted 


with a situation which promised naught 
save disaster in case' she elected to 
force more fighting. The superiority 
of the American fleet has been demon- 
strated in the Pacific, and the same, it 
is contended, would be inevitable in the 
Atlantic in case the clash comes. 


From Whatever point of view consid- 


ered, the policy of more fighting upon 
the part of Spain promises nothing but 
more Spanish misfortune. Navy offi- 
lers think this view jnust prevail with 
the Spanish government, and believe 
an end of the war, upon the basis of 
Cuban Independence, is to follow soon, 
and that, too, without further notable 
opportunity for the American navy to 
prove its power and distinguish itself. 


May Open Spurn's KycH. 


It is regarded by some as likely that 


the decisive victory gained by Admiral 
Dewey's squadron may open the eyes 
of Spain to the seriousness of the con- 
flict upon which she has entered. 
In 


official circles it is regarded as almost 
certain that trouble of a most critical 
kind will confront the Sagasta govern- 
ment within Spain's borders. 


It is pointed out that the Spanish 


people, have been led to believe that 
their navy was invincible, and the bit- 
ter disappointment that will ensue over 
the result of the first engagement of 
the war is likely to precipitate internal 
dissension, if not revolution. 


Another result of < Admiral Dewey's 


victory, it is thought, may be action on 
the part of the powers of Europe to in- 
duce Spain to abandon what is regard- 
ed as a hopeless contest for her. Rep- 
resentations may be made to Spain 
that she would better relinquish her 
hold upon Cuba than to risk losing all 
of her West Indian possessions and the 
Philippines as well. 


It is believed to be not unlikely that 


the representations will indicate that, 
since Spanish honor has been satisfied 
by a conflict, Spain cau now yield to 
the Inevitable and accept the good offi- 
ces of the powers to- bring about an 
adjustment. 


In the dispatches from Madrid the 


statement was made that Admiral Dew- 
ey effected a landing"on the west side 
oJ Manilla bay for the men of his fleet 
who were wounded in the engagements. 


It was suggested in official circles 


that this landing had a twofold pur- 
pose. It was not only that the wound- 
ed might have better care than they 
could receive aboard ship, in the face 
of other 
probable engagements, but 


also to carry out what was known to 
be Admiral Dewey'a purpose to effect 
a junction with the insurgents as soon 
as possible. 


The insurgent forces practically sur- 


round Manilla on the land sides of the 
city, and, with the intention of secur- 
ing control of Manilla as soon as pos- 
sible, Admiral Dewey was to obtain a 
foothold on the island at the earliest 
practicable moment. 


As soon as the junction of the Amer- 


ican and insurgent forces—the one on 
the sea and the other on land—is ef- 
fected, a demand is likely to be made 
for tne surrender of the city, and, in 
the event of refusal, a'combined atttack 
would be made upon it. The result of 
such an attack, in the absence of a 
Spanish fleet and effective shore bat- 
teries, seems a foregone conclusion. 


No news of a definite character is 


given concerning the losses sustained 
by Admiral Dewey's squadron, and it 
is scarcely likely, in the opinion of ex- 
perts of the navy, that authentic in- 
formation will be received until Admi- 
ral Dewey has opportunity to commu- 
nicate officially with the department.

Sermon 
at Sixth 
Street 


Church Sunday Evening. 


Eav. Robjent Delivers One of the Best 


Sermons Heard This Year. 


A "War Sermon. 


"IRONING MADE 


Every seat, the aisles and 
the 


corridors were crowded at the Sixth 
Street M. B. church last night. After 
a most excellent 
musical program, 


which was more patriotic than pas- 
tov<il. and which was vigorously ap- 
plauded at its close, Rev. 'Robjent an- 
nounced his text and preached one ot 
the best sermons that lias ever been 
delivered in the Sixth Street church. 
The text from which the divine drew 
inspiration for the occasion was taken 
from the sixth chapter of .Judges, 
which is a clesci iption of the conten- 
tions of the children of Israel and the 
Midianites. 
As the sermon was de- 


voted principally to General Grant 
the text was very appropriate. 


"And the angel of the Lord ap- 


peared unto him and said unto him 
the Lord is with thce, thou might} 
man of valor.1' 


Rev. Robjent said it was not 
foi 


the glory 01 One man that he centerec 
his discourse upon General Grant 
but that'as a factor in this natior 
and this nation's history, he should 
receive due credit. He then graphic 
ally described the early life and trial 
of Grant. 
He pictured him as a boy 


as a cadet at West Point, as a vende 
of wood in St. Louis and as a soldie 
in the rebellion. 
Step by step he fol 


lowed Grant, lirst as a boy of eleven 
years following the plow, feeding cat 
tie and doing the arduous work of frh 
farm. Then as a cfrdet at West Point, 
in the Mexican war, as a merchant in 
St. Louis, as the colonel of a regi- 
ment at the commencement of the 
late rebellion, as commander-iii-chicf 
of the 
United 
States armies, as 


President of the United States, and 
no\\ as a sainted hero of many bat- 
tles. At no time during the discourse 
did Rev. Robjent grow more eloquent 
than in describing the maneuvers of 
Grant at Chattanooga and the battle 
above 
the 
clouds. 
When 
Grant 


reached Chattanooga 
October 
23, 


1803, there \\as but a forlorn 
hope 


that the enemy could be dislodged. 
Their guns frowned down from the 
heights of 
Lookut Mountain, the 


steep sides of which made the hope of 
rcducming them a forlorn one indeed. 
Tn just thirty clays, however, Grant 
had solved the pioblcm theoretically 
and in a short time demonstrated the 
practicability of his plans. 
It was a 


war sermon, hut the fact was held 
forth that the bravest and best men 
abhorred war, and as soon as they 
could, .would retire from the lield. 
But, even in war, there is a tendency 
to humanity. 
To illustrate this fact, 


Rev. Robjent 
compared the treat- 


ment of Hector at the siege of Troy 
and the surrender of Lee at Appomat- 
tox. 
When Hector fell, 
he 
was 


dragged tiiree times around the city, 
arid then, torn and dead, was thrown 
at the feet of his distracted wife. 
When Lee surrendered, Grant did not 
even disarm him, but left him his 
side-arms and his men their horses. 
In all the brilliant career of Grant 
and all other great men, he saw the 
hand of God. It is the Creator who 
raises up the men when they are 
needed, and he exhorted the present 
generation to be of good cheer, for in 
the future, as in the past, if there is 
need of a great leader, one will be 
forthcoming. 
He pointed out the 


fact that with the exception of our 
present chief executive, they all came 
from the humbler walks of life—in 
short, were mostly self-made men. 


Want of space forbids even a synop- 


sis of the sermon, which was listened 
to with profound attention by the 
large audience.

tion of the latter. The forts were also 
silenced. 


The Americans fought liko demons 


and the Spaniards also displayed much 
courage, hut the result was never in 
doubt.

"Our fleet, considering the enemy's 


superiority, naturally suffered a severe 
loss. The Maria Christina is on fire, 
aud another ship, believed to b« the 
Don Juan de Austria, was blown up.

Captain Cadarzo, commanding the Ma- 
ria Christina, is among the killed. I 
can not now give further details. Tl» 
spirit of the army, navy and volunteer!

Cavite is 10 miles southwest of 


niHa, and was considered the strongest 
fortified' town on the island of Luzon.

ilamage. A second naval engagement 
followed, in which the American squad- 
ron suffered considerable loss, and the 
Spanish warships Mindano and Ulloa 
were slightly damaged. 


Bulletin No. 4.—Governor General of 


the Philippines says at 9 o'clock Sun- 
day morning the American squadron 
took refuge behind foreign merchant 
shipping on the east side of the bay. 


Bulletin No. 5.—Official telegram says 


Montejo has transferred his flag to the 
cruiser Isle de Cuba from the cruiser 
Reina Maria Christina, which is com- 
pletely burnt. 


Bulletin No. 6.—According to late 


official telegrams the Spanish cruiser 
Castilla was also burned.

ships retired from the combat, some be- 
ing sunk to avoid their falling into the 
enemy's hands.

The First Ward. 


An Entire Half-Square Com- 


pletely Burned Out. 


Eight Houses and Quantities of 


Household Goods Consumed. 


Heroic Work by Citizens and Fire- 


men Saved Other Buildings. 


The Loss Will Probably Reach $25- 


000 - Full List of Those Damaged 


By Fire and The Losses. 


The city was 


. destructive fire 
afternoon. 
As 


visited by the most 
for many years this 
a result .all of the 


buildings in the half square at the 
southwest corner of Second 
Jefferson streets arc in ruins. 


The lire was discovered about half- 


past two o'clock, and the alarm 
promptly sent in. The 
fire 
had 


started in the stable in the rear of 
the residence of B. T. Willis, 20G 
West Second street. 
Its origin is a 


mystery and cannot be accounted for. 
The stable was an old affair and 
burned like tinder. By the time the 
fire department arrived the stable 
was a mass of flames, and the fire had 
communicated to the ware-house and 
stable of M. B. Gilbert & Co., adjoin- 


In the stable was a quantity of 


• 
(building owned by E. J. Ken rick. 
This was vacant. The family of kewb 
Bibbee lived on thc/Srst floor of the 
Pfcilter block. These buildings were 
damaged about the roof, but the fire 
was pufc out by volunteers, who took 
charo-e of a hose, before great dam- 
a<*ewas done. Frame out-builidngs 
in the rear of these two structures 
were destroyed. 
A heavy wind was blowing, and 


not only fanned the flames into a 
furious 
blaze, 
but carried sparks 


away "P the street. The roof of 
Chrfs. Giesler's residence on Second, 
street, just west of Lynn's livery 
stable, caught and was blazing mer- 
rily when discovered. A hose crew 
went to work and extinugished the 
bla/.e. 
The roof of the builidng was 


destroyed and furniture damaged by 
water. Great excitement was caused 
at Lynn's livery stable and all the 
buggies and horses were hastily taken 
out. The Lynn stable, however, did 
not catch. 
The roof of Jas. A. Maxwell's feed 


store, on Market street, caught fire.

Webb's residence, on West Second, 
west of the Kcndrick house, were 
burned. Mr. Webb moved his house 
hold goods, bu the fire did not catch 
him. 
Heroic work saved the Tremper 


Shoe Company's factory andbuilidngs 
on the east side of Jefferson belong- 
ing to John Scherer. Houses on the 
north side of Second, in the vicinity, 
were also saved by their owners dash- 


buckets of water on them. 


A stray spark set fire to the build- 
er of J. B. Gilson, on Third street, 


above Court, but a bucket brigade 
laved the building. 


The old Drake printing office build- 


ing, on Third street, caught fire from

Adjoining the Willis house was a 


frame one-story structure owned by 
Milt Sparks. This was occupied by 
a barber named Reis, who came from 
West Union a year ago. This went 
up in smoke. Mr. Rcis lived in part 
of the house. He succeeded in get- 
ting his goods and shop equipments 
out in time. 
While the Willis and Sparks houses 


wefe burning the roofs of the houses 
facing Jefferson street were blazing 
away. On the southwest corner of 
Second and JetTerson is a two-story 
frame with porch on the Second street 


-•side. This house was owned by a 
' man named Kennedy and occupied 
by "Curlcy" Rhodes and family.
